Fixing Amount of Certificates. 


Then the court went on to say that to the 


extent that the receivers had purchased new 
cars and constructed roadbed, they were en- 
titled to receivers’ certificates, subject to the 
qualification that in the case of reconstruc- 
tion the certificates should tesue only to thé 
extent that such reconstruction represents 
a betterment over former conditions. He 
said he was satisfied that such betterment 
represented 40 per cent of the cost of re- 
construction. For this proportion certificates 
might therefore be issued, but the remaining 
60 per cent should be charged to operating 
expenses or maintehance, and to that extent 
decrease the depreciation fund. 

Then, adding up the amounts 
car equipment, new construction, and 40 per 
cent of reconstruction, the court found that 
the receivers were entitled to an issue of 
certificates to the amount of $500,000, which 
shall be a lien on the underlying property 
next to the bonds.

New York, Jan. 9.—[{Special.]—It developed 
here today that there is a new deal in the 
Chicago Traction situation. Instead of the 
City railway being bought by the Union Trac- 
tion interests, it is proposed that the City 
railway shall buy the North and West Ch 
cago companies in due course. 

The gathering here of John J. Mitchell, 
Marshall Field, and P. A. Valentine is for the 
purpose of the Chicagoans and J. P. Morgan 
taking the deal in hand. The meeting is at 
Mr. Morgan’s request. Mr. Morgan has 
agreed to buy the City railway stock at $200 
per share cash, providing Mr. Mitchell, Mr. 
Field, and the Armour estate will not sell 
their holdings, but remain with any new 
company and use their influence toward 
affecting a settlement with the city council. 
This méeuns that all the other shareholders 
than the three interests mentioned will be 
offered $200 per share. 

After the City railway company shall have 
been acquired, there will be the Union Trac- 
tion interests, represented by H. B. Hollins 
& Co., to be dealt with. This firm has been 
a large buyer of both Union Traction shares 
and West Chicago. The Union Traction 
stock itself is not considered as having much 
value. The new people in the deal propose 
to let the Hollins interests make a showing 
of what they have and to be paid in accord- 
ance with the value they can produc 


Position of Hollins & Co. 


Owing to the fact that the Hollins interests 
rave such heavy holdings in the West Chi- 
cago and a considerable interest in North 
‘Chicago, they may be able to recoup them- 
selves in the deal finally through their posi- 
ticn as holders of underlying stocks rather 
than as owners of Chicago Union Traction 
shares. In the former capacity they will 
have something to barter. The gossip afloat 
in the street several months ago to the effect 
that Hollins & Co. were organizing a syn- 
dicate to buy City railway never had any 
money back of it, and was only a surmise. 

In working out Traction plans it is the idea, 
that before the consolidation of the City rail- 
way with the North and West Chicago com- 
panies is effected there shall be an under- 
standing with the city as to franchises. The 
new owners of City railway will be in a posi- 
tion to say to the city council: | ; 

“If we can agree upon a franchise or fran- 
chises with you we will then be prepared to 
buy the North and West Chicago companies, 
consolidate them, and have the surface trans- 
portation all controlled by one company.” 

- Will Await City Settlement. 
But until an understanding is reached with 


the city authorities it is not deemed probable 
at this time there will be any further move 


than the purchase of City railway stock.’ 


Naturally the new interests wish to have 
some basis for and this basis 


Field, Mitchell, and Valentine to agree to 
remain and become the active working force 
in Chicago. Mr. Valentine. promises to be-

terest in the Chicago Subway company and 


his promise to remain with the City railway

PROMISED CHICAGO, 


Mercury Dropping to Bulb of Ther- 
mometer Under Westerly Wind, 
Which Brings Cold with It—Fall in 
Mercury Becomes More Rapid After 
4 O’Clock in the Afternoon—Unasual 
Frigidity Coming from’ Winnipeg— 
Blizzard for Today Averted.

Six degrees below zero—the coldest thus far 
this winter—is the temperature promised 
Chicago this morning. Thieis the first touch 
of real zero weather that has struck the 
elty this season, the lowest previous mark, 
2° above, being registered on Dec. 28. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon the thermom- 
eter began to drop on the average of 1° an 
hour. From 10° above it fell steadily until it 
reached the cipher at 10 o'clock in the even- 
ing. A westerly wind, which had been blow- 
ing at a rate of thirty-six miles an hour, in-’ 
creased slightly, and it is predicted that its 
direction at the increased speed will veer to 
the north, and that it will be variable today. 

The exact cause of the cold spell is a center 
of high pressure near Winnipeg, Man., where 
a temperature of 24° below zero was recorded 
during the day. The natural course of this 
frigid mass of atmosphere would be directly 
east, but a “low” at the head of the great 
lakes deflects it toward the south in the direc- 
tion of another “ high,’ near the Carolinas. 
This collision of barometric conditions will 
save Chicago from the general freezeup 
which threatens the state south of it. 

Snow, with the wind which probably will 
accompany the low temperature, would 
transform the clear weather into a blizzard, 
but this is not foreseen, although it has been 
reported from the far northwest. 

Cold Leads to Injuries. 

The cold wave indirectly was responsible 
for burns suffered in the evening by Henry 
Breiton, 68 years old. Breiton was beneath 
a sink in the kitchen of his house at 778 Mil- 
Waukee avenue, and was holding a torch to 
the frozen water pipes when the woodwork 
of the sink became ignited. He was unaware 
of the fire until his hair was ignited and his 
scalp burned. 

While Breiton was having his Injuries cared 
for, the fire spread through the rear of the 
house. The firemen found the dwelling un- 
occupied and extinguished the blaze with 
$300 damage. As they were leaving, Breiton 
returned from a physician's office and told 
them how the fire started.

Lovering of Massachusetts: and Mr. Rich- 
ardson of Alabama, deprecating the personal 
attacks made on witnesses by Chairm re 
Hepburn and Representative Mann of C 
cago. Following upon this significant epi- 
sode there came some remarkable testimony 
in regard to the défiance of law and deca@acy 
by the private car lines, particularly those 
managed in the interests of Armour, Swift, 
and the other big paeking companies. 
PF. Mead, a member of the Boston 
meat and produce exchange, made a state- 
ment which shook the committee out of its 


tion and the serious character of the results 
he declared were being accomplished. He 
referred to the fact that Armour, Swift, and 
other big packers had of l&te gone into the 
fruit and. produce business, and he gave 
abundant instances from his personal experi- 
ence to ghow the packers rapidly were secur- 
ing absolute control of the commission basta 
ness of the country; that they were able by 
ffiegal methods to stifle competition; and 
that the private car lines had» an improper 
and unholy diliance with the railroad com- 


panies, 

Out of his personal endaetinds the witness 
showed that fn 1900 the-price for icing a car 
of peaches from Michigan to Boston was $20. 
Then the Armour company secured an ex- 
elusive contract for doing ail the iciig on 


| the Pére Marquette railroad. The Armours 


immediately put the price up to $565 and final- 
ly to $70. According to the witness, Armour 
& Co, proceeded to buy tip practically all thé 
peaches in Michigan at their own figures, be- 
cause they found fit convenient to refuse cars 
if ether shippers or to be unable to ice any- 

Ing along the line of the Pére Marquette 
railroad until after the fruit had rotted, thus 
forcing all competitors out of that field en- 
tirely. 
“Trick of the Trade.”’ | 

An entirely new d@evelopment was sug- 
gested by the witness, when he said there 
were exclusive contracts between the re- 
frigerator car line and the ralflroads, which 
positively bound the railroad company to 
notify the Armours, and other owners of 
private car lines, of ali intended shipments 
of similar products, no matter by whom. The 
result was, in sev cases, that when an 
independent shipper got off a carload of fruit, 
“which arrived at Worcester, Mass., say, on 
Wednesday, he found the Armour combina- 
tion, having been notified in advance by 
the railroad, and having the-means to expe- 
dite ite own shipment, had flooded the Wor- 
cester market with fruit en Monday or Tues- 
day, so the independent shipper found abso- 
jutely no buyers for his carload, and was 
to sacrifice it or throw it away 

rely 

In ahbother case which came under his per- 
gonal knowledge, Mr. Mead explained that 
the Pennsylvania railroad. gave “to the 
Armour combination the'éxclusive right of 
icing cars at Jersey City. They tharged the 
Pennsylvania company $2.50 for ice, while 
others had to pay $4. Not satisfied with this 
*xtortionate profit, the refrigerator car line 
would, whenever it found it to its interest to 
G6 #0, refuse to ice private individual's 
under one aha or another, and thus 
the shipment. 


“Kicked” and Is Kicked. 
In' one particular case Mr. Mead told of a 
car of peaches shipped bythe I)linois Central 
railroad company on ich the charge for 
icing Was $100, While the freight bill was only j 
$25. He protested, and the refrigerator line 
was forced to make good. Thereupon it 
persuaded the Illinois Central railroad com- 
pany to take his firm off the credit list, thus 
involving him in unnecessary trouble to pre- 
pay shipments from obscure towns. This 
grossa outrage was finally corfected, but it 
served to show what the private car lines 
could do by connivance with the railroad 
compa: to punish rebellious shippers. 
ChairmaniHepburn asked the witness if he 
knew any shippers who had been ruined or 
driven out of business by the private car 
lines, but the minute Mr. Mead attempted to 
go into specific casés he was at once choked 
off by the chairman, whose sympathy with - 
the railroad side of the situation continues to 
be as manifest today as it was when the 
hearings were. first begun 

Every road in Sie “which, according 
to the witness; makes a business of han- 
dling fruits, has entered into exclusive 
contracts with Armour and his associates, 
This means, he said, the absolute control by 
the big packers, who find cars for their own 
shipments, but leave the crops belonging to 
others to rot on the ground. 3 

In Michigan; he said, the Armour combina- 
tion at one time pretended it was unable to 
furnish cars. The price of potatoes there- 
upon declined and there was a general slump 
In the market. he declared, the 
Armour ¢o ‘Jumped into the field, 
bought the w ae crop on the slump, and in- 
aoe had cars enough to ship it away at an

It is nO wonder that testimony Iike this Is 
taking possession of the imagination of men 
in congress.

of the lack of the proper bacteria to gather 
nitrogen. It has brought in the proper inocu- 
lation and distributed it freely over the 
state, and now that crop is successfully 
grown here. It has shown that certain lands 
in southern Illinois are acid to an extent 
which prevents the growth of bacteria and 
the gathering of nitrogen by this natural and 
expensive means, and has determined the 
‘proper amounts of lime to supply in order to 
correct this acidity. 

“It has ghown that as a whole the state 
{swell supplied” with potassium, but that 
only the best lands have enough phosphor- 
ous for maximum crops, and that our soils 
will fail first at this point. It has shown 
that the soils of southern Illinois contain but 
one-half enough phosphorus for the best 


“The station has discovered’some thou- 
sands of acres of swampy land, which are 
abnormally rich in nitrogen and phosphor- 
ous, but go deficient in potassium as to yield 
but.one or two crops of corn. With an ex- 
penditure of $1.50 to $2 for potassium s2lts 
the yield of corn has been raised from six or 
seven bushels to forty bushels and even 
seventy bushels per acre, according to the 
season. The station is conducting a soil 
survey of the state, county by county, and 
tests of these different soils are made in the 
station laboratory. 


Saving the Apple Crop. 

“The disease of bitter rot destroyed over 
1,000,000 bushels of apples in four counties 
of the state in the year 1900, and while the 
station has not yet succeeded in exterminat- 
ing the disease, it~has found ways of largely 
preventing its ravages and saving!most of 
the crop. The work will continue until this 
dangerous disease is entirely eradicated. 
The station has also demonstrated the value 
of cultivation and spraying for orchard

ple, such as by federal, state, and county 
aid. That commission was directed to re- 
port its findings to this assembly, together 
with a bill embodying the most advanced 
thought on the subject of road building. 


Convict Aid in Roadmaking. 


“The report will be submitted to you: In 
considering the recommendation which they 
may make, I desire to direct your attention 
to the feasibility of the use of convict labor 
in connection with the subject of good roads. 

“There are confined in our state peniten- 
tiaries 3,000 prisoners. Under the present 
law in relation to convict labor, opportunities 
for their employment are and will be limited 
in various ways, so that but 25 per tent of 
their available time ‘will be consumed in the 
performance of all the work permitted to 
them under the law. 

“It is a beneficent provision of our law 
that prisoners are sentenced to labor, be- 
cause no punishment which our state would 
permit could be quite so severe as that of 
enforced idleness, .

A little more aggressiveness on the part 
of the eastern bulls and increased alarm on

sensational bull movement on crop damage 
last September. Scattered realizing and sell- 
ing by holders-of privileges caused a reaction 
cf %¢c from the top price, but buying orders 
came in again.on this dip, and the close was 
$1.17%, a net gain of 1%c for the day. 

‘Scarcity of offerings after the market 
started up was the striking feature of the 
advance, the market moving up %4@lc at 
times with a rush, and settling back only %e 
or so, holding there stubborniy, and then 
making another quick gain. The opening
